On the 5tli July, ’1984, Shri V. K. KhuUar, Assistant Com¬ 
mandant and the SDPO left Amarpur with escort for Ompi 
in two jeeps for counter-insurgency operation against the 
underground tribal extremists. The jeep of SDPO was at the 
front and that of Shri KhuUar at the rear keeping proper 
distance. There wert four other CRPF personnel in Shri 
Khullar’s jeep. The vehicle of SDPO was suddenly fired 


while negotiating an ascending curve at Tuitaibari. Two 
of the occupants of the jeep got bullet and pellet injuries.

The driver, however, drove the jeep fast and-got out of ttat 
area. 

The CRPF jeep, which was only twently five yards away 
from the curve, was also fired at by the extremists. A 
bullet hit the driver of the jeep with the result ho lost con¬ 
trol of the vehicle and fell into a ditch. The driver of the 
jeep died on the spot. Shri KhuUar, though fattaUy injured, 
jumped out of the jeep and returned the fire taking position 
in a nearby pit. He was only within 5 yards from the 
F.M.G, position of the extremists. As soon as he opened 
fire on the extremists his right hand was smashed by a burst 
fired from FMG, badly breaking the right forearm and in¬ 
capacitating him. He could not fire more than one round 
and succumbed to his injuries. The other occupants of the 
jeep, including Shri Subhash Chand, Constable, also jumped 
out of the vehicle and returned the fire.
